The  excitement  of  this 
year’s  ASBYU  elections  will 
reach  a  peak  today,  Thursday 
and  Friday  as  final  voting 
proceeds. 

The  polls  will  open  at  8  a.m. 
today,  according  to  George 
Ryskamp,  elections  committee 
chairman. 

Voting  booths  will  be 
located  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  outside  of  the  Lee 
Library,  in  the  Cannon  and 
Morris  Centers,  outside  the 
McKay  Building,  in  the  lobby 
of  the  Jesse  Knight  Building 
and  in  the  Richards  Building. 
All  polls  will  open  at  8  a.m. 

The  booths  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  and  library  will  stay 
open  until  10  p.m.  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday.

“We  expect  8,000  to  10,000 
students  to  vote  in  the  final 
elections  this  week,”  said 
Ryskamp.  “I  encourage 
students  to  vote  early  to  avoid 
long  lines  at  the  booths.” 

After  voting,  a  student  will 
receive  a  tag  to  wear  that  says,' 


“I  voted.  Have  you?”  These 
should  keep  enthusiastic 
campaigners  away  from  the 
students  who  have  already 
voted,  he  said. 

Reid  Robison-Neil  Andersen 
and  Mark  Alexander-Larry 
Clark  are  the  presidential 
teams  that  emerged  from  last 
week’s  primary  elections. 

Students  vying  for  various 
vice-presidential  positions  in 
the  finals  are:

Supreme  Court  requesting  that 
write-in  candidates  be  allowed 
the  same  rights  as  other 
candidates. 

Write-in  candidates, 
according  to  the  flections 
committee,  may  not  have  quad 
projects,  Daily  Universe 
coverage,  or  posters  in  the 
cafeteria.  Haines  contends  that 
it  is  unconstitutional  for  the 
elections  committee  to  make 
these  rules  without  the  vote  of 
the  Executive  Council. 

Haines  also  contends  it  is 
unfair  discrimination  against 
write-ins  to  allow  them  to  run 
but  deny  them  the  principal 
means  of  communication  with 
the  students.  He  also  requested 
an  injunction  against  BYU 
elections  until  a  ruling  can  be 
made  by  the  court. 

According  to  Attorney 
General  S.  Derrin  Watson, 
however,  the  Executive 
Council  gave  the  elections 
committee  a  pretty  free  hand 
and  the  power  to  waive  or 
;modify  an  election  rule  as  it 
saw  fit. 

“If  he  (Haines)  does  take 
action,  I  will  support  the 
elections  committee,”  said 
Watson.  “His  best  route  would 
be  to  go  before  the  Executive 
Council  to  get  the  rule 
changed.  It  is  an  administrative 
decision,  not  a  judicial  one.”

After  hearing  ASBYU 
presidential  candidates  Reid 
Robison  and  Mark  Alexander 
agree  on  nearly  every  issue 
brought  before'  them  in  a 
question  answer  period 
yesterday,  Kirk  Rector,  vice 
president  of  Student 
Community  Service, 
announced  he  would  withdraw 
his  write-in  campaign. 

“I  am  not  going  to  run  for 
President,”  he  said  noting  he 
could  make  a  better 
contribution  by  supporting 
Robison. 

Alexander  said  after 
Rector’s  statement  that  Rector 
had  called  him  one  night, 
asking  him  to  drop  his  running 
mate,  Larry  Clark,  and  let 
Rector  run  as  executive  vice 
president.  Alexander  said  he 
refused  Rector’s  request. 

“I’m  sorry  the  decision  had 
to  be  made.  I  know  Mark 
(Alexander)  will  understand,” 
Rector  said  and  left  the 
meeting. 

Neil  Andersen,  running  mate 
to  Robison,  said  after  the 
meeting  that  Rector  had  also 
approached  them  and  asked 
Robison  to  drop  out  so  Rector 
could  run  with  Andersen. 

Rector  said  later  that  he  had 
approached  the  other 
candidates  to  form  a  united 
front  to  beat  Wolfman  (Mark 
Knudsen)  whom  he  thought 
was  gaining  great  support. 

Robison  said  in  his  opening 
speech  more  openness  to  the 
students,  fairness  and 
cooperation  with  each  other  is 
needed  in  student  government. 
He  proposed  establishing  a 
speak-out  program  for 
students,  faculty  and 
administration;  printing 
executive  council  agenda  and  a 
monthly  budget.  He  also  said 
they  would  be  working  on 
pass-fail  for  P.E.,  History  170 
and  lower  division  religion

“In  the  history  of  BYU,  a 
social  vice  president  has  never 
been  elected  to  the  President,” 


Alexander  said  in  his  opening 
remarks  and  pointed  out  that  a 
Social  vice  president  has  just  as 
many  qualifications  as  an 
Academics  vice  president.  “We 
need  correlation,”  he  said,  and 
we  can  offer  it  as  well  as 
anyone  else.” 

One  student  said  she  was 
upset  by  the  disunity  and 
backbiting  in  student 
government  and  she  wanted  to 
know  how  the  candidates 
proposed  working  together. 
Both  candidates  agreed  the 
president  needs  to  know  what 
is  going  on  in  the  vice 
president's  ’  offices. 

The  candidates  confronted 
the  issue  of  the  proposed 
constitution,  both  were 
opposed  to  it,  but  for  different 
reasons.  Robison  said  26 
people  are  too  many  to  make 
definite  decisions  for  the 


University.  He  also  pointed 
out  that  one  month  before 
election  time  was  not  the  time 
to  bring  up  constitutional 
revision. 

Alexander  said  the  students 
need  to  be  more  unified  with 
the  administration.  He  said 
BYU’s  President  does  not  have 
confidence  and  trust  in  the 
council  because  of  the  way 
things  are  going.  “We  need  to 
pull  together,  he  said. 

“The  trust  we  have  next 
year  will  be  trust  we’ve  earned, 
we’ve  earned  it  this  year,” 
Robison  said. 

In  response  to  a  question 
concerning  why  he  had  missed 
executive  council  meetings, 
Alexander  said  he  missed  one 
last  week  to  campaign  and  one 
several  weeks  ago  while  he  was 
at  a  convention  for  the  school. 

Both  candidates  were  in 


favor  of  some  form  of 
freshman  representation. 
Alexander  proposed  expanding 
it  to  two  or  three 
representatives,  but  said  the 
representative  would  not 
necessarily  have  to  be  a 
freshman. 

Robison  proposed  having 
freshman  elections  earlier  in 
the  school  year  and  making 
the  elected  frosh  president  feel 
more  welcome  on  the  council. 

Both  candidates  agreed  that 
executive  council  meetings 
should  not  be  closed  meetings. 
Alexander  told  the  students, 
“Don’t  be  afraid  to  come  to 
us.” 

Robison  noted  that 
observers  of  the  meeting 
should  be  involved  and  that  if 
the  council  decided  to  use 
parliamentary  procedure  then 
they  should. 


Reynolds  issues  denial 
on  meeting  name-calling

A  meeting  held  late  Friday  night  with 
several  of  the  losing  candidates  for  ASBYU 
President  did  not  turn  into  a  name-calling 
session,  according  to  Mark  Reynolds,  ASBYU 
President. 

There  was  never  an  attitude  against  Mark 
Alexander  and  Reid  Robison  during  the 
meeting,  said  Reynolds.  “Any  objections  were 
on  the  grounds  of  the  platforms.”  Reynolds 
said  there  was  never  any  foregone  conclusion 
there  would  be  a  write-in  candidate,  but  that 
the  candidates  were  there  to  “evaluate 
whether  or  not  it  was  a  good  thing.” 

Those  walking  out  of  the  meeting  were 
leaving  because  they  were  either  tired,  or  were 
no  longer  interested  in  the  idea  of  a  write-in 
candidate,  said  Reynolds. 

Keith  Haines,  another  loser  in  the  primaries, 
said  those  at  the  meeting  were  “trying  to  get  a 
consensus  of  whether  or  not  to  support  a 
write-in  candidate,  but  it  never  went  any 
further.”  He  said  he  went  to  the  meeting  to 
find  out  the  details  of  running  his  own 


write-in  campaign,  and  when  he  was  through 
at  the  meeting,  told  those  present  why  he  was 
running  his  own  write-in  campaign. 

Randy  Smith,  who  attended  the  meeting, 
said  he  went  because  his  name  had  been  under 
consideration  during  the  day  as  possible 
write-in  candidate  with  Mathew  Mack  as  a 
running  mate. 

Smith  said  he  and  Mack  were  at  the 
meeting.  “No  one  called  the  meeting,  we  just 
had  it,”  he  said.  Smith  said  he  and  Mack 
decided  against  running  because  “we  decided 
we  would  thoroughly  interview  the 
candidates,  taking  no  public  stand,  but  vote 
according  to  our  consciences,  rather  than  run 
a  campaign.” 

“The  direction  of  the  meeting  was  to  find  a 
candidate  to  run  against  Mark  Alexander  and 
Reid  Robison,”  said  Smith. 

“The  main  thrust  of  the  meeting  was  a 
general  dissatisfaction  with  ASBYU  in 
General,”  said  George  Ryskamp1,  elections 
committee  chairman.  “There  was  a  lot  of 
emotion  at  the  meeting.  Remember,  there 
were  several  people  there  who  had  just  lost  an 
election,”  he  said. 


Embargo  conference  will  begin 


TRIPOLI,  Libya  (AP)  The 
Libyan  news  media  stepped  up 
attacks  Tuesday  against  the 
American  government  on  the 
eve  of  a  crucial  Arab 
conference  to  discuss  the  oil 
embargo  against  the  United 
States. 

Diplomats  in  Tripoli 
indicated  that  despite  strong 
pressure  by  Egypt’s  President 
Anwar  Sadat,  the  conference 
may  decide  to  retain  the  ban, 
which  started  last  October. 

The  question  of  relations 
with  Washington  has 
apparently  opened  a  rift 
among  the  nine  oil-producing 
Arab  states,  and  there  were 
persistent  rumors  in  Tripoli 
that  the  meeting  would  be 
canceled. 

“The  conference  comes  at  a 
time  when  the  Arab  world  is 
experiencing  more  plots  and 
challenges  from  the  Zionist 


enemy  supported  by  the 
United  States,”  the  Libyan 
radio  said.  “The  use  of  oil  has 
proven  an  effective  weapon  for 
the  Arab  cause.” 

The  Libyan  press  dismissed 
the  U.S.  role  as  mediator 
between  Israel  and  the  Arab 
world  as  “meddling  in  Arab 
affairs.” 

American  sources,  however, 
warned  against  drawing 
premature  conclusions.  They 
said  a  compromise  solution 
could  be  in  the  offing,  such  as 
replacing  the  total  embargo 
with  shipments  of  about  half 
the  pre-October  volume. 

Some  Western  diplomats 
said  Libyan  President 
Moammar  Khadafy  might 
soften  his  strong. 


anti-American  stand  in 
gratitude  for  Sadat’s  role,  in 
reconciling  him  with  Saudi 
King  Faisal  earlier  this  year. 

But  an  American  diplomat 
said  the  United  States  would 
not  be  pleased  with  a 
compromise.  “Henry  would 
not  be  happy  with  it,”  he  said, 
referring  to  Secretary  of  State 
Henry  Kissinger. 

There  had  been  hopes  that 
the  embargo  would  be  lifted  in 
recognition  of  Kissinger’s  role 
in  mediating  a  Middle  East 
peace. 

In  Cairo,  Egypt’s 
semiofficial  newspaper  A1 
Ahram  provided  another 
indication  Tuesday  that  Saudi 
Arabia,  considered  a  key  to 


lifting  the  embafgo,  was  in 
favor  of  resuming  shipments  to 
the  Untied  States.  The  paper 
said  Sadat  and  the  oil  ministers 
of  Saudi  Arabia,  Kuwait, 
Qatar,  Abu  Dhabi  and  Bahrain 
had  met  Monday  and  agreed 
“on  all  aspects  of  the  oil 
policy.” . 

This  report  indicated  that 
those  countries  might  form  a 
bloc  to  oppose  Libya,  Algeria 
and  Syria  at  Wednesday’s 
meeting. 

Algerian  Oil  Minister  Belaid 
Abdel  Salam  was  expected  to 
fly  to  Tripoli  to  preside  over 
the  conference  in  his  capacity 
as  current  head  of  the 
Organization  of  Arab 
Petroleum  Exporting 
Countries.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP) 
President  Spencer  W.  Kimball, 
leader  of  the  world’s 
Mormon  s  says  he  has  prayed 
about  the  church’s  ban  of 
black  people  from  full 
participation  but  does  not 
anticipate  this  will  be  changed. 

President  Kimball  became 
head  of  the  3.3-million 
member  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  last 
Dec.  31  following  the  death  of 
President  Harold  B.  Lee. 
Church  presidents  serve  for 
life. 

President  Kimball  was 
interviewed  in  Salt  Lake  City 
by  National  Broadcasting  Co. 
newsman  Tom  Pettit,  and  the 
interview  was  broadcast 
Tuesday  on  NBC’s  “Today” 
show. 

The  church  leader  was  asked 
whether  he  had  prayed  about 
the  black  issue. 

“Yes,  indeed,  and  about 
every  important  issue  of  the 
church,”  he  replied. 

Asked  whether  he 
anticipated  a  change,  he  said, 
“No,  I  do  not  anticipate  it.  If 
it  should  be  done,  the  Lord 
will  reveal  it  and  we  believe  in 
revelation.  And  we  believe  the 
leader  of  the  church  is  entitled 


President  Spencer  W.

to  that  revelation  and  that  it 
would  come  if  it’s  necessary 
and  it’s  proper.” 

President  Kimball  said  he 
was  concerned  about  charges 
of  bigotry  against  the  church. 

“We  know  there  are  many 
honest  people  who  have 
honest  opinions.  But  we 
realize  that  men’s  ways  are  not 


God’s  ways,  and  there  are 
many  things  that  cannot  be 
explained  wholly  by  just 
normal  arguing  and  thinking 
processes,”  President  Kimball 
said. 

The  five-minute  interview 
also  covered  President 
Kimball’s  health  and  his  views 
on  women’s  liberation  and  the 
church’s  home  evening 
.program. 

He  said  the  church  does  not 
have  1 00  per  cent  control  over 
its  young  people. 

But  he  said,  “We  do  have 
better  control  over  our  great 
mass  of  young  people  than 
most  groups  do.”  He 
attributed  this  partly  to  the 
family  home  evening  program 
which  urges  members  to  gather 
in  family  groups  every. 
Monday. 

He  said  the  church  does  not 
support  women’s  liberation 
the  way  many  people  interpret' 
it,  but  that  he  does  not  think  a 
woman  “has  to  be  just  lost  in 
the  housework.” 

President  Kimball  said  he  is 
amazed  at  his  own  vigor  and 
strength.  He  underwent  open 
heart  surgery  in  1972  and 
speaks  with  a  rasping  voice  as  a 
result  of  a  long-time  throat 
ailment. 

He  said,  “I  feel  so  good.  I 
feel  like  a  young  man.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Rep. 
Wilbur  Mills  contended 
Tuesday  that  congressional 
findings  on  President  Nixon’s 
taxes  will  do  more  to  force  his 
resignation  than  Watergate 
“simply  because  people 
understand  taxes.” 

Mills,  chairman  of  the  House 
Ways  and  Means  Committee, 
said,  “I  have  no  idea”  if  tax 
fraud  might  be  involved.  “I 
said  specifically  I  was  not 
accusing  the  President.” 

At  a  news  conference  last 
Friday  in  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
Mills  said  he  expects  Nixon  to 
resign,  primarily  because  of  a 
report  being  prepared  by  the 
House-Senate  Internal 
Revenue  Taxation  Committee, 
of  which  he  is  vice  chairman. 

Mills  told  newsmen  Tuesday 


he  does  not  know  if  the 
President  had  personal  detailed 
knowledge  of  controversial 
deductions  such  as  the 
$482,000  deduction  for  his 
vice  presidential  papers. 

The  Arkansas  Democrat 
refused  to  comment  on  White 
House  statements  that  he  is 
taking  cheap  shots  at  the 
President  and  that  if  he  has 
any  evidence  for  his  allegations 
he  should  “put  up  or  shut  up.” 

Mills  repeated  that  the 
committee  report,  to  be  issued 
in  30  to  40  days,  will  do  more 
to  force  the  President’s 
resignation  than  Watergate.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Nixon  told  Jordan’s 
King  Hussein  Tuesday  that  the 
United  States  intends  to  press 
for  military  disengagement  in 
the  Middle  East  despite 
uncertainty  over  lifting  of  the 
Arab  oil  embargo. 

“We’re  hopeful  the  embargo 
will  be  lifted,”  said  Ronald  L. 
Ziegler,  the  White  House  press 
secretary,  in  reporting  on  their 
one-hour  meeting  attended 
also  by  Secretary  of  State 
Henry  A.  Kissinger. 

“However,”  the  spokesman 
went  on,  “there  is  not  a  direct 
link  between  U.S.  efforts  for 
peace  and  lifting  the 
embargo.” 


“I  think  there  is  a  firm  basis 
for  an  appeal,”  he  said. 


The  Budget  Committee 
made  its  decision  on  the  basis 
of  the  ASBYU  constitution 
and  they  should  have  referred 
to  by-laws  and  ordinances  as 
they  said  they  would  in  the 
beginning,  according  to 
Haddow.

20th-ranked  Dayton  in  the 
NCAA’s  West  regional 
semifinals  Thursday  night. 

Dayton,  20-7,  replaced 
NCAA  Midwest  host  Oral 
Roberts  in  the  poll  after 
handing  Notre  Dame  its 
second  loss  of  the  season,  a 
97-82  upset. 

North  Carolina  State,  which 
will  seek  to  preserve  its 
once-beaten  record— best  of 
the  ranked  teams-against  No. 

5  Providence  in  the  NCAA 
East  semifinals,  received  24 
first  place  votes  and  792 
points  from  a  panel  of  sports 
writers  and  broadcasters. 

UCLA,  with  three  losses  for 
the  season,  received  17  first 
place  votes  and  748  points 
while  the  Irish  amassed  652 
points  for  third  place. 

Maryland  remained  fourth  in 
the  poll  despite  its  103-100 
loss  to  N.C.  State  in  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Conference 
championship  tournament 
Saturday  night.  The  loss  ended 
the  Terps’  NCAA  playoff 
hopes  and  their  season  at  23-5 
since  they  declined  a  bid  to 
the  National  Invitation 
Tournament. 

Providence,  eighth  a  week 
ago,  improved  its  ranking  with 
triumphs  over  Brown  and  Penn 
and  losses  by  Vanderbilt, 
North  Carolina  and  Southern 
Cal.  The  three  teams  had  been 
fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  a  week 
ago. 

Vanderbilt  will  take  its  No. 

6  ranking  against  No.  8 
Marquette  in  the  Mideast 
Regional  semifinals  while 
seventh-ranked  North  Carolina 
will  face  Purdue  in  the  second 
game  of  the  NIT  tournament 
at  Madison  Square  Garden 
Saturday. 

Through  games  of  Saturday, 
Vanderbilt  is  23-3,  Marquette 


23-4  and  North  Carolina  22-5. 

Long  Beach  State,  which 
already  completed  its  season  at 
23-2,  remained  ninth,  but 
Indiana,  which  edged  Purdue 
80-79,  moved  up  from  13th  to 
10th.  The  Hoosiers’  hopes  for 
an  NCAA  berth  against  Notre 
Dame,  however,  were  doused 
Monday  night  when  they  lost  a 
Big  Ten  Conference  playoff 
against  1 2th-ranked  Michigan 
75-67.  The  playoff  between 
the  conference  co-champions 
was  forced  when  Michigan 
beat  Michigan  State  Saturday. 

In  the  second  10  are 
Alabama,  Michigan, 
Pittsburgh,  Kansas,  Southern 
Cal,  Louisville,  New  Mexico, 
South  Carolina,  Creighton  and 
Dayton. 

Pittsburgh  meets  Furman  in 
the  NCAA  East  Semifinals; 
Kansas  and  Creighton  clash  in 
one  Midwest  game  while 
Louisville  faces  Oral  Roberts 
in  the  other.

A  PBS  documentary  entitled  “Cancer:  The  Cell  That  Won’t 
Die,”  is  scheduled  for  tonight  at  7:30  p.m.  on  Channel  11  and 
will  be  followed  by  a  panel  discussion  dealing  with  local  cancer 
problems  and  treatments. 

The  documentary,  the  final  program  in  the  “Killer”  series, 
will  examine  all  kinds  of  cancer,  but  will  focus  on  types  that  can 
be  detected  early,  and  treated.  In  the  follow-up  program  at  9:00 
p.m.,  viewers  will  have  an  opportunity  to  ask  questions  of 
several  medical  specialists  concerning  the  disease. 

St.  Jude’s  Hospital  in  Memphis,  a  center  where  young 
leukemis  are  being  successfully  treated  with  radiation,  will  be 
visited  in  the  film. 

Also  filmed  in  the  documentary  is  a  therapy  session  in  New 
York  City  where  women  who  have  had  mastectomies  to  remove 
breast  cancer  will  talk  with  a  therapist  about  their  surgery.  In 
what  is  believed  to  be  a  first  for  national  television,  a  woman 
will  demonstrate  the  technique  used  in  checking  for  breast 
cancer. 

“Since  breast  cancer  is  one  of  the  few  forms  of  cancer  that 
can  be  detected  early  by  the  woman  herself,  we  decided  that  it 
was  extremely  important  to  demonstrate  how  to  check  for  it,” 
David  Prowitt,  executive  producer  of  “The  Killers,”  explained. 
“We  believe  the  demonstration  will  be  tastefully  done  and  will 
be  very  valuable  to  our  women  viewers.” 

The  program  will  also  include  a  conversation  with  a  New  York 
housewife  who  has  a  very  advanced  case  of  cancer.  And  it  will 
take  a  look  at  a  hospital  which  is  successfully  treating  cancer  in 
animals. 

Guests  on  the  “American  Dialogue”  follow-up  program  will 
include  Dr.  Larry  Bolick,  pathologist;  Dr.  Leeland  Briggs, 
internist;  Dr.  Keith  Clayton,  pediatrician;  Dr.  Bruce  Mclff, 
radiologist  and  Dr.  Rex  Thomas,  surgeon.

Motorcycle  sanity 


Sunny  skies,  balmy  temperatures,  scenic  highways,  and  a 
young  man’s  fancy  turns  to— motorcycles. 

Before  hopping  on  that  Honda,  Triumph,  Harley-Davidson,  or 
any  other  two-wheeled  powerhouse,  better  be  aware  of  the 
hazards  involved.  Motorcycling  can  be  a  pleasurable,  challenging 
leisure-time  activity.  It  can  also  be  deadly. 

There  are  approximately  five  million  motorcycles  registered  in 
the  United  States  today.  Estimates  indicate  that  an  additional 
500,000  are  sold  per  year.  During  1972,  a  total  of  340,000 
motorcycle  accidents  were  officially  reported  to  the  police. 

Only  one  out  of  10  auto  accidents  involve  personal  injury  or 
death,  according  to  safety  experts.  Motorcycle  accidents,  on  the 
other  hand,  involve  personal  injury  or  death  in  an  alarming  ratio 
of  nine  out  of  ten. 

“The  best  protection  against  motorcycle  accidents  is  never  to 
ride  a  motorcycle,”  advises  Dr.  Daniel  N.  Kulund,  an  orthopedic 
surgeon.  Dr.  Kulund  cites  personal  observations  of  shredded 
legs,  paralyzed  arms,  internal  injuries  and  lethal  head  wounds  as 
evidence  to  support  his  position. 

Perhaps  Dr.  Kulund  is  overly  pessimistic  in  his  attitude.  But 
the  above  statistics  do  show  that  extreme  precautions  should  be 
exercised  by  all  motorcyclists.  Following  common-sense 
guidelines  may  mean  the  difference  between  an  enjoyable  ride 
and  an  unenjoyable  hospital  confinement. 

One  of  the  primary  factors  to  be  considered  is  an 
understanding  of  the  equipment  being  utilized.  If  buying  a 
motorcycle,  deal  with  a  reputable  dealer,  one  that  will  take  the 
time  and  effort  to  assist  you  in  learning  the  proper  way  of 
handling  your  new  purchase. 

If  renting  a  vehicle,  it  is  strongly  suggested  that  you  take  an 
experienced  motorcyclist  along.  And  bear  in  mind  that  simply 
because  you  do  not  own  the  machine  is  not  a  valid  reason  to 
take  unnecessary  chances  while  operating  it. 

Secondly,  acquaint  yourself  with  the  laws  pertaining  to 
motorcyclists.  Some  areas  require  special  licenses;  others  may 
not.  Specific  attire  may  be  mandatory,  such  as  protective 
headgear.  In  Utah,  for  example,  a  special  motorcycle  operator’s 
license  is  required  and  crash  helmets  are  mandatory  when 
operating  a  motorcycle  at  speeds  over  30  mph. 

Finally,  do  not  think  of  a  motorcycle  as  a  toy,  or  just  a 
bicycle  with  a  motor  attached.  Rather,  it  is  a  powerful  piece  of 
machinery,  capable  of  traveling  at  high  rates  of  speed  and 
uncapable  of  being  halted  as  quickly  as  a  non-mechanized 
bicycle.  Think  of  that  motorcycle  as  an  automobile.  While 
driving,  occupy  only  the  same  traffic  site  as  you  would  if 
handling  a  four-wheeled  vehicle.  Avoid  the  game-playing  of 
trying  to  squeeze  between  lanes  of  traffic,  or  “beating-out”  a 
car,  or  speeding  across  unguarded  intersections. 

Motorcycling  requires  skill,  road  courtesy,  total  awareness  and 
superb  timing  when  confronted  with  a  dangerous  situation.  If 
any  of  these  prerequisites  are  lacking— play  it  safe  and  leave 
motorcycle  riding  to  Evel  Knievel. 


Ignorance  leads 
to  loss  of  freed<

China’s  strange  anti-Confucius  campaign 
grows  more  mystifying  all  the  time,  and  the 
guessing  is  that  a  contest  is  taking  shape  at  the 
top  of  the  Communist  power  pyramid. 

Durable  Premier  Chou  En-lai  is  pushing  76, 
and  Mao  Tse-tung,  chairman  of  the  party,  was 
80  in  December.  They  may  be  secure  enough 
as  Nos.  1  and  2,  but  both  have  been  described 
by  visitors  lately  as  feeling  the  weight  of  their 
years. 

Obviously,  their  era  of  preeminence  must 
come  to  an  end  before  very  long. 

That  alone  might  have  been  enough  to 
create  considerable  ferment.  The  picture  is 
extremely  murky,  but  a  likely  line  of 
speculation  has  it  that  there  are  two  factions, 
with  the  far-out  radicals  making  much  noise 
but  the  moderate  element  still  able  to  prevent 
the  pot  from  boiling  over  into  excesses  like 
those  of  the  1966-69  Cultural  Revolution. 

The  party  indicates  a  new  round  of  cultural 
revolution  is  in  the  making,  and  while  it  may 
be  better  controlled  than  the  last,  it  could 
wind  up  with  younger  men  showing  their 
political  muscle. 

In  any  case,  China’s  foreign  policy  seems 
unlikely  to  undergo  any  significant  change, 
whatever  the  outcome.  But  relations  with  the 
Soviet  Union  may  worsen. 


The  anti-Confucius  campaign  began,  rather 
low-keyed,  directly  after  the  10th  Communist 
Congress  of  August  1 973,  when  two  full  years 
had  elapsed  since  the  fall  of  Defense  Minister 
Lin  Piao.  He  is  alleged  to  have  died  in  a  plane 
crash  while  fleeing  toward  Moscow  with 
coplotters  against  Mao. 

The  nation  has  been  without  a  defense 
minister  since  September  1971.  It  has  been 
without  a  chief  of  state-chairman  of 
government— since  the  cultural  revolution 
toppled  the  venerable  President  Liu  Shao-chi. 

At  the  9th  Communist  Congress  in  1969, 
Lin  Piao’s  official  annointment  as  Mao’s 
“successor”  was  written  into  a  new  party 
constitution.  That  congress  named  a  new 
party  Central  Committee  top-heavy  with 
military  men,  123  to  75  government  figures. 

At  the  10th  congress,  the  army  had  a 
comedown,  emerging  with  only  63  on  the 
committee  against  71  government  personnel. 
It  seemed  a  delicate  balance  had  been  struck 
between  government  and  military 
bureaucracies. 


still  able  to  keep  it  from  getting  out  of 
control. 

The  campaign  attributes  all  manner  of  evil 
to  followers  of  the  sage  whose  philosophy 
pervaded  China  for  2,500  years. 
“Confucianist”  Lin  Piao  allegedly  wanted  to 
seize  all  power,  restore  capitalism,  make  China 
a  Soviet  colony  and  commit  other  heinous 
crimes. 

Possibly  Lin  wanted  to  slide  into  Liu 
Shao-chi’s  chief-of-state  slot,  seeking  control 
of  both  party  and  government.  Mao  headed 
only  the  party,  having  lost  the  government 
chairmanship  1 5  years  ago  in  a  crisis. 


Chou  En-lai  may  be  a  target  of  the 
anti-Confucian  drive.  Cloudy  analogies  speak 
of  Confucius  as  a  supporter  of  aristocratic 
remnants  of  the  Chou  Dynasty. 


There  is  now  no  officially  designated 
successor  to  Mao,  and  perhaps  those  trying  to 
fill  it  want  to  sound  more  Maoist  than  Mao  in 
support  of  ceaseless  revolution. 


Coincidence?  Perhaps,  but  Premier  Chou 
happens  to  be  of  aristocratic  origin.  Moreover, 
he  could  be  faulted  as  soft  on  capitalism.  Two 
years  ago,  he  was  responsible  for  easing  some 
of  the  restraints  the  party  had  imposed  on 
rural  communes. 


They  may  even  dominate  the  anti-Confucius 
campaign,  but  the  wily  and  resilient  Chou, 
survivor  of  many  political  upheavals,  seems 


Mao  could  be  accused  of  Confucianism.  He 
once  studied  Confucius  devotedly  and  often 
cited  the  sage  in  his  writings.  Nevertheless,  this 
campaign  Is  carried  on  in  Mao’s  name, 
consistency  not  being  a  characteristic  of 
totalitarianism.
